TRAIN SURFING IS BACK IN VOGUE AMONG NEW YORK THRILL SEEKERS. 
CLINGING TO THE ROOF OF A TRAIN AS IT HURTLES THROUGH THE CITY 
IS PURE LUNACY THAT OFTEN ENDS UP AS BLOOD ON THE-TRACKS

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eing a big fan of peanut 
Mé&M’s, I was none too 
pleased to find myself half 
choking to death on one. The 
reason for my fit was, | thought 
I'd just seen someone who was 
waiting on the platform in front 
of me, jump on top of the 
subway train we were waiting for. Continuing my 
coughing fit, I started to wonder what 
hallucinogenic might be an ingredient of the 
offending M&M. A few people on the platform 
were looking at me at this point, although none 
of them felt moved to pat me on the back or 
implement the Heimlich manoeuvre. 

Just as I was gathering my composure and 
explaining (to the people who weren’t listening 
anyway) what had been troubling me, I saw 
another human shape leap from the roof above 
me and onto the roof of the N train that was 
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heading uptown. Then another one leapt up, 
then another. ‘FUCK ME!’ I exclaimed loudly. 
That’s how it came about: it was those words 
that confirmed in everyone else’s minds that 

I was today’s weirdo on the subway. There’s 
always one, isn’t there? Today, it was my turn. 

I was brought to by the beeping sound that 
indicates the train’s doors are closing, so I 
jumped up and ran for the train. After wrenching 
my right leg out from between the closing doors, 
I rode to the next station with my face pressed 
against the glass, hoping I would see someone up 
there. Now I really was the weirdo on the 
subway. I saw nothing, however. 

At the next station I was first out of the 
train. I jumped onto a bench, and it was from 
this height that I could see the heel of someone’s 
sneaker on the roof of the train. A split-second 
later I was looking the shoe’s owner straight in 
the eye, only to be interrupted once more by the 










alarm as the doors closed. Again, I leapt onto the 
train and off we went. The same thing happened 
at the next three stations. But then, I came up 
with an idea. 

“Hey, listen!’ I shouted to whoever was up on 
the roof. ‘I write for an English magazine and | 
want to do a story on you. Meet me outside the 
main entrance to this station — I'll wait there for 
half an hour.’ Now I really felt like a psycho — | 
think if any of the commuters travelling in the 
rush hour had a spare straightjacket on them, 
they would have put it on me, no questions. 

I waited outside for what was more like 
45 minutes, during which time I ate two hot dogs 
from the vendor on the corner. | stood up and 
EC Ciaeleleltimcen (eee eel el hmetect:Mmailice! 
hot dog, when I got a tap on the shoulder. “Come 
with me,’ a voice said. And although I was a little 
bit apprehensive, I followed.

road were my new friend’s three companions. 
[hey stopped talking as we approached. ‘How 
do we know you're not a cop?’ asked the first 
one, looking me up and down. 

‘Er, | don’t really know what to tell you, 
other than I’m not,’ | replied. 

‘He ain’t a cop, he’s got one of those stupid 
accents, came the verdict. | was okay, except for 
my stupid accent. And that’s how I met Manny, 
Hatten, Tech and Chris, the subway surters. 

Subway surfing in New York seems to be a 
natural progression from doing graffiti; people 
start out just re-stvling their neighbours’ back 
fence. From there, they progress to brick 
buildings until finally they graduate to tagging 
the roofs of trains. A big part of the draw of 
grattiti is the risk of getting caught, but as the 
body comes to terms with certain levels of 
adrenaline, the need to increase that limit 
becomes priority. Vehicles in transit, it appears, 
were the only place left to go. Like many of their 
comrades before them, those in the DFN graffiti 
gang rode the trains four or five times a week. 

Subway surfing reached the peak of its 
popularity in the late 80s and early 90s, then 
seemed tO have died OUT, 50 00 speak. But with 
several deaths and serious injuries already 
reported this year, the fear in New York is that 
this deadly pastime is back in fashion. The true 
extent of subway surting’s popularity is difficult 
to assess, however, because the authorities in 


New York won't actually divulge the details of 
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accidents involving subway surfers, they'll only 
quote figures for the number of people killed on 


the whole underground system. 


Subway surfers display many levels of lunacy, 


For instance, if | had been knocked off a train by 


a sign and badly injured while surfing, my main 
concern would be trying to keep it to myself. 
However, the youths of New York have a 
different way of doing things, and in true 
American fashion, a surfer actually tried to sue 
the transit authority for damages, from injuries 
resulting from his highly illegal ride. 

Subway surfing, although exciting, is 
certainly not a comfortable way to spend the 
afternoon, The surfers all have to huddle 
together on the top of the train because of the 


awkward shape of the carriage. And the noise 
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generated by the train is so great that all verbal 
communication is wasted; lost in the wind. So as 
they rattle along, the surfers communicate ina 
series of gestures designed to pass warnings back 
along the line of carriages. For instance, in a vain 
attempt to look out for each other’s satery, they 
peer over their left shoulders and give the 
thumbs-up to signal they are okay. 

Waving the hands from left to right means 
they just passed one of their mums, who was 
waiting on the platform. Slapping the forehead 
with open hand probably means the guy up front 
just meshed with a piece of two-by-four that was 
protruding at an unexpected angle. ‘I’ve slipped a 
few times,’ says one of the surfers. ‘We all have 
Hatten nearly went down the side once, and had 
to hang by his fingers till the next stop.’ 

As thev jump from carriage to carriage, the 
surfers risk their lives with every leap — they all 
know they could die from landing just one inch 
short. They go on undeterred, however, egged on 
by their underground fame, which spreads much 
quicker when one of the crew has died. One 
veteran surfer, Nadav, was recently quoted ina 
New York paper, discussing his reasons for 
continuing to surf after one of his crew died ina 
subway surfing accident: ‘He basically died for 
us, said Nadav. ‘For us and for our crew. For 
fame, for us.’ 

Surfing the subway doesn’t just involve 
jumping on top of the train and holding on for 


dear life, nor ts it just about good balance. It is a 
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lifestyle and a skill, and it doesn’t just end if you 
stay on top until the ride is over. Most surfers do 
their homework well. Knowing exactly where 
you are underground can make the difference 
between getting caught and not getting caught, 
or berween life and death. The guys in the DFN 
crew say they always know what station is 


coming next, and where the hazards are between

stations. They know where deaths have taken 
place, and treat those places as sacred. They also 
know where all the police stations are, so cut 
their risk of getting busted by staying out of the 
cop areas, 

For further insight into the minds of these 
nutters, | asked the boys from DFN a few 
questions about their activities. Like: ‘Why do 


you risk your lives standing on top of trains?’ 


‘It’s just an unbeatable buzz. And it’s cheaper 


and better than video games,’ says Hatten. Fair 
enough, but the cost in terms of your health can 
be somewhat greater than a sprained joystick 
thumb. So why did they decide to get on top of 
a moving train in the first place? 

“We were bored,’ says Chris, which is as 
much of a reason as any product of the MTV 


generation can give for doing anything. Even 


standing on top of a train, dodging signs and 


scaffolding at 30mph in the dark. They then told 
me that to understand the rush fully, | would 
have To jump up oOnte the train 11] vself. 

‘Come with us, we'll look after ya.’ 

‘Fuck off!’ [| replied with all the dignity 
| could muster. ‘I’m not that bored! I find riding 
the subway in the normal way exciting enough, 
thank you.’ I’m not sure they appreciated this 
comment; they stood up and left, Tech looked 
over his shoulder as they walked away. ‘One day 
you'll get bored,’ he said, ‘then you'll be back.’

ith practically anyone who's 
ever been to a football match 
now writing books about how 
they were a ‘top boy back in the 
: day’, it's difficult to know who to 
believe. One man whose name is renowned 
across the country has had a lifetime of 
terrace encounters following his beloved 
Chelsea FC. Martin King met us outside a 
southwest London station before taking us to 
a local boozer for the afternoon. There was 
no talk of corporate boxes or prawn 
sandwiches, but of passion, commitment and 
being prepared to stand and fight for 
something you believe in, regardless of 
whether it’s fashionable or demonised by the 
‘hang-‘em-high’ brigade. Martin's latest book, 
A Boy's Story, tells a tale that many will 
identify with, but this is Martin's story. 





What made you want to write about your 

experiences as a lad and a football chap? 
Because there's some bad books out about 
football violence. They're meant to be 
people's accounts of football violence, but 
they're nothing like the real thing. You can 
tell they've never been involved. That 
spurred me on to write the real thing - by 
someone who's been there, been involved 
for over 30 years. 

What was the first ruck you were involved 

in at Chelsea? 
| Was 11, and it was against Tottenham at 
White Hart Lane - Chelsea were trying to 
infiltrate the Park Lane End. It was the 
vear after we'd lost the '68 cup final. 
| think there were about 44 arrests: meat 
hooks and axes were taken off us. We were 
all getting £5 fines - it made the national 
press the next day. 

What's the most intimidating ground? 
Sunderland - the old Roker Park was bad. 
So were the other clubs up north. But the 
most intimidating was Millwall - at the old 


Den they had some very naughty 
characters, Chelsea has never been 
intimidating, it's too far away from the 
pitch. Now these corporate nouveau fans 
are there, it's not intimidating at all. 
How did the police's infiltration attempts, 
involving Chelsea, affect the scene? 
lt was put on by the government to do 
something about football hooliganism, 
| don't think all these undercover 
operations work because there's a lack of 
evidence. With Operation Own Goal, it was 
found that the officers involved falsified 


the evidence - there was money paid out. 
So they're never gonna work, these 
operations - you've got to nick someone 
actually doing something, and then you've 
got them bang to rights. You can't go 
around undercover trying to break into 
mobs, cos people know who's who - the 
Old Bill can't carry it off. 


Hooliganism is referred to as the English 
disease. Are we used as scapegoats?

100 years, and nothing's ever been done 
about it. They come out with all these new 
laws to stop people going abroad to watch 
England and matches with international 
clubs. But, as I've said in my books, the only 
way to stop it is by good, honest policing. If 
you're caught punching someone, you're 
caught, and that’s it. If the Old Bill were that 
good at the job, then they would stop it. 

A whole industry has sprung up around 
football violence. The police get more 
overtime, so perhaps they don't want to 
stop it. Then there's people who write about 
it, like myself. There are barristers who 
make money out of it, police make money 
out of it.

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In Euro 2000, English fans were blamed 

even when the Turkish fans rioted. What did 

you think about that? 
| think the police were just being politically 
correct. Two months after those two Leeds 
supporters died, Galatasaray and 
Fenerbahce were playing, and a Fenerbahce 
fan had his ear cut off.

LAST SEASON'S HIGHLIGHTS 
Cardiff City w Millwall 


After arriving in Cardiff, a small group of 
Millwall supporters were attacked by about 
300 Cardiff fans, before being forced back by 
the police. The trouble between supporters 
continued throughout the day, with rival 
groups attacking each other. 

After the match, a group of about 500 
Cardiff supporters attempted to ambush 


Millwall. Both groups of fans goaded each 
other by throwing missiles at each other. 
Several members of the public and police 
officers were injured during these violent 

| exchanges. The Millwall supporters were 

_ escorted to the train station and only then did 
the confrontation end. 


want to keep it as the English disease, but 
it's spread all around Europe. The Turks are 
probably the worst. I've been there with 
Chelsea, and they want to kill you. 

Was that at Galatasaray last year? 
Yeah, it was mental. They came up to 200 
of us walking up the road, and we hadn't 
seen the Old Bill all day. We went towards 
the ground and they came from everywhere: 
the crossroads, down the hill. No-one did 
anything. We just said let them come near 
and we'll have it. As their first ones got hit, 
their whole mob was disappearing back up. 
At the end of the game, Galatasaray’s rivals, 
Besiktas and Fenerbahce, were out with 
their flags tooting their horns and cheering 
all the Chelsea fans, because we beat them 
outside and beat ‘em on the pitch, 5-0. 

What's the biggest mob you've seen? 
When | first started going it was Chelsea - 
they could put together a mob of 2,000, so 
could Man U. I've Known Millwall to come 
over in three different mobs and each one 
was a good one. Now numbers have 
dwindled, most teams put together a hard 
core of 50-60, like Bolton and Preston. 

What's the worst ruck you've been in? 
Millwall at the old Den, mid-to-late 70s. We 


tried taking their Cold Blow Lane End - 

| thought | was going to die. We got there 
dead early, | was in there with all the faces, 
so | thought we were all right. When we got 
in there were only about 50 Millwall, and 
they didn't go anywhere. Then it started 
filling up and this animal in a donkey jacket 
was standing there. 

One of our lot, Eccles, had the clever 
idea to hit him bang on the jaw. He didn't 
move and then we were surrounded. We 
absolutely melted and got our backs 
against the wall, punching and kicking for 
our lives. We were attacked from all angles, 
then the Old Bill came in like lion tamers 
and managed to get us out, shouting, ‘Go 
on, fuck off, you've had your fun.’ They shut 
the gates but more were outside milling 
about - we managed to join the rest of the 
Chelsea but they'd been run everywhere. 
We got absolutely slaughtered that day. 

Weren't there police escorts back then? 
No, you'd come out and have to fend for 
yourself. They probably thought if there 
wasn't an escort It would scare people off, 
and kill off hooliganism and travelling 
support. Some normal people used to travel 
with the main firm, looking for safety in 


numbers. So the thugs acted almost like a 
military wing of their club, to protect the 
innocents. This would sometimes stop the 
northerners, as they wouldn't attack as 
much if they knew all your boys were there. 


And what's been your best ruck? 


West Ham at Stamford Bridge, in the '90/'91 
season. West Ham always did really well 
against us. And we all met up at Parsons 
Green. It was all their main boys: Cass,

F have to laugh, but it ts a 


sorry one, with a sad shake of the head. 

“You have a short memory!’ says one of the 
FRONT group, an excitable 50-year-old dad 
who’s off the lead for the weekend. ‘Didn't we 
liberate you in the bloody war?’ Pierre the 
barman, wide-eyed, announces he’s closing his 
bar in five minutes. ‘Don’t be silly,’ Pierre is 
warned, ‘We'll have a couple of spirit rounds and 
that’s the last we'll hear of it.’ 

The English have never been big pals with 
the French. The French are not overly keen on the 


English. The English don’t take to many countries. 


We’re obsessed with regionalism: nation v nation, 
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north v south, town v town, street v street, house 
v house. The English can plunge into an inner 
universe of rivalry. This is not bad. If we weren't 
a country so fantastic at fighting, we would be 
part owned by the French, Danes, Germans, 
Italians, Spanish and Japanese —a bit like Soho. 
From Berwick-upon- Tweed to Penzance, you 
could watch a woman with a dog for £1. 

FRONT is in northern France to 
commemorate the Battle OF Agincourt (1415), 
where English bowmen absolutely wiped the 
floor with French knights. A re-enactment group 
have marched ALL THE WAY from southern 
England to have another pop at Frog, 5$5 years 
down the line. Well, it’s worth a shufti. 

The Pas-de-Calais region is like Lincolnshire 
—there’s absolutely nothing to see. It’s as flatas a 
smacking hand. Saturday has brought cloud and 
it’s getting breezier, and although we don’t know 
it ver, the biggest storm for 13 years is setting in. 


We rattle to Agincourt in our Peugeot 406 diesel, 


about an hour’s drive south of Calais, and we're 
very proud of the GB sticker by the reg. There'll 
be NO TROUBLE now the English are here. 

It is often uttered that the weakest 
Englishman can have the hardest Frenchman. 
This is 99 percent true today, but in the 1400s, it 
wasn’t even questioned. Agincourt is the scene of 
England’s greatest-ever victory over the snail- 
chompers. In October 1415, some 5,000 English 
came up against at least 30,000 French. 

At this time, armies were made up of flouncy 
knights and downtrodden peasants. Henry V Of 
England’s men were different — they were well 
paid, brilliantly trained, and loyal. 

The French put off attacking, so Henry V 
made their minds up for them. He yelled, ‘In the 
name of God almighty and of St George, Avount 
Banner in the best of the year, and St George this 
day been thine help! Well, that’s how it sounded. 

Arrows rained down, so French knights in 


their clanking armour surged forward in the 














mud. The French front line became crowded 
together between two narrowing woods, but the 
cavalry raced free and were duly cut to ribbons 
by the best bowmen in the business. Masses of 
men and hosses piled up. Those behind literally 
had to climb a wall of dead to get to the enemy, 
and the French second wave crushed up against 
the first. In short, a right French bollocks up. 
English dead: 100-200; French: $,000-11,000. 
Swift victory sorted, a bit of paperwork 
ensured that half of France, right down to 
the Pyrenees, would become England’s. 
Not a bad day at the office for Henry Vee. 
In 2000, the spot 
where the battle takes 
place, is a ploughed-up 
farmer’s field with a few 
copses here and there, you 
know, trees. The village 
of Azincourt (our 
\ continental cousins 
spell it with a Z) is a 
~ ten-minute stroll 
ff" away,a small gaff 
‘ with only 250 
inhabitants.

narrow lanes there are wooden cutouts of archers 
and foot soldiers in bright colours. Tourist 
overkill. The local restaurant is called Charles VI 
—the name of the French king in 1415. He was 
insane, and judging by the prices at this place, 
you'd have to be to eat there. 

Ron Fraser, who works as a copper at 
Heathrow Airport, took a month to complete 
the Agincourt walk from London, ‘I had the idea 
in “95 that for the year 2000, it would be a good 
idea to walk here,’ he says. ‘It was round the 
campfire and the people | was with laughed, but 
[ wouldn’t let it lie. ’ve had rain, blisters, drama, 
but all the way we got a warm reception. Next 
time [ think I'll do it on a motorbike, though.’ 

Apparently, everything that was made in the 
1400s was better than everything that is made

today, Tents, clothing, shoes, weapons, you name 
it. We have to disagree. Stone Island and Armani 
make a good show on the FRONT side. Our 
heavy knits seem more practical than the coarse, 
wool mix of the historical sorts. Sadly our 
photographer Brabazon, a colossus from Kent, 
lets the side down with an £11.99 polo neck. ‘It’s 
to hide a love bite,’ the dirty devil smirks.

DERBY COUNTY MANAGER JIM SMITH LOST HIS 
HAIR BY GETTING ANGRY AND THROWING CUPS 
AT PLAYERS. HE CAN LAUGH ABOUT IT NOW 


r Smith is sat on an orange plastic seat in the middle of a 
football pitch, going "‘Der-der-der-der' in his Sheffield 
accent before giving his opinions about the world of 
football. We're at the training ground of Derby County, a 
ee fine lawn of a togger field next to a dual carriageway. The 
reserves have been out this morning and now the big boys are turning 
up for an afternoon's slog after midweek internationals. 
‘Der-der-der-der-Kinkladze'll have an excuse not to come in,’ Jim 
says. ‘He was playing for Georgia the other night, so we'll be lucky - ha- 
ha-ha!’ The Bald Eagle is plugging his new book, It's Only A Game. It's one 
of the most honest accounts of a football career you will ever read. 
Are Derby going down this season? 
Ha! Well, we're in a bad position at the moment, but | have every 
confidence with the quality of the players we've got that we'll stay up. 
We're scoring goals, and that's important. 
But you're letting in more goals than everybody else. 
Ha-ha-ha, that’s true. That's got to be sorted, but | think we'll be okay. 
If you could buy one British-born forward, who would you go for? 
British-born? Not a foreigner? The choice is huge, because we've got 
quite a good crop. It's got to be Michael Owen really. But | don't need 
forwards, | need defenders, ha-ha-ha! And there's not many of them. 
There's none coming through, is there? 
No there isn’t. That's the problem. 
Jim, you've got a big spider on your head. 
[Jumps] Eeeeh - have |? Let's hope it’s a money spider! Has it gone? 
Yes, it's dropped on the floor. 
Where was |? Yeh, if | was after any British-born defender, I'd want a 
leader really, so I'd want a young Tony Adams. 
Did you watch England's last World Cup qualifiers? 
Yeh. Shocking, wasn't it? 
What's your opinion on the way Keegan went? 
| respect his decision to go. But | felt if he was going to go, he should 
have done it after Euro 2000, or after Finland - not after Germany. 
It sounded like a spur-of-the-moment thing - he'd heard the crowd, 
and Keegan's always been receptive to the crowd, hasn't he? 
Graham Taylor said the same to me. He said, ‘| know what it’s like, cos 
I've been there. When you walk down that tunnel and the crowd are 
giving you stick, it's horrible.’ That's where the mob stands, of course. 
Have you had that kind of stick? 
Oh aye, yeh - ha-ha-ha! 
Very personal stuff? 
The worst was in Newcastle. On a New Year's Day, against Wolves, it 
was. We lost at home 4-1. It started a bit from the yobbo end, like. 
How does that affect you? 
Well it's not very nice, obviously. You look at ‘em and you want to bash 
‘em, but you've got to keep face, haven't you? It gets at you a little bit. 
You start to feel, ‘I'm wrong, I've got to go, but the decision has to be 
what's good for the club. With Keegan, it weren't good for England. 
| understand why he's gone, but | felt the timing wasn’t right. 
Have you ever been approached by a country to manage them? 
Ha-ha-ha, the Faroe Islands! No, I'm having you on, son. > 
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Do you think that foreigners are ruining our game? 
I've had a lot of foreigners, to be fair, and I've got a few here now. 
| think there will be a time when we won't have so many. It was forced 
on us in a way because of transfer fees and the lack of quality in our 
game. But | believe our lads at this club have benefited by having 
foreign players in. Hopefully they're gonna replace them. I'm not 
against having a number of foreign players at a club though. 

There are some good young players coming through - the under-21s 

could whip the arse of the proper English national side. 
They're tremendous. There's a hell of a lot of top-quality players. 
They've got Jeffers, Smith and Joe Cole in the international squad - 
Barry, Ferdinand - d'you know what | mean? And | think they've been 
encouraged by the skill of the foreign players. That's my opinion. 

You use a psychologist at Derby, don't you? 
Yeh, we do - we did. He was with us for four years, then he decided 
that four years is too long to work with one set of players, which | can 
understand, and he went off and joined Manchester United - ha-ha-ha!

‘| had this Afro, it were that big 
like, ha-ha-ha!

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breed of footballer. They're foreign. It’s a different way of managing 
and a different way of coaching now. You have to test their ability and 
their thinking, not throw cups at them, as we used to do.

The only problem is that I've done it 
once or twice, and now I'm labelled as the biggest cup-thrower of all 
time.

Did you burst out laughing? 
We all burst out laughing, so it didn’t actually work. 

ls language a problem for a manager? 
No. With Georgi Kinkladze, he'd been at Man City for a while and then 
in Holland, so he speaks English, It’s embarrassing - 90 percent of ‘em 
come in and they speak very good English, so that’s never been a 
problem, We've got an Argentinian - Carbonari. He weren't from 
Buenos Aires, he was from the sticks, and when he came over he could 
say a couple of words, but now he's picked it up and he's even got the 
same sense of humour as us. They have to do, to be fair. 

How did you get on with Robert Maxwell at Oxford? 
| never had a problem with him, not till the end of being at Oxford. 

Did he look after his people? 
He was good. He employed me, and he'd never interfere. 

You didn't have to fax through team sheets?

4 ometimes, people say to me, “So 
you had this vision, right?” and 

I'm just, “No, we stumbled across 

it.” | sometimes wonder if people 


just think that's a load of bollocks.’ 
Damian Harris, the Midfield General, leans back in 
his chair and lights up a post-meal cigarette. We're 
here to talk about his recent album, the stunning 
Generalisation, and the Big Beat Boutique’s Bands 
And Booze UK tour. 

Yet Damian's conversation continually returns 
to the other things that dominate his life. Things 
like Skint Records, which he heads up (as if you 
didn’t know), or Norman Cook, whose third Fatboy 
Slim album has just hit the streets. And that's 
before he gets around to the rest of the label's 
roster (including Lo-Fidelity Allstars, whose second 
album is almost ready, Cut La Roc, whose debut 
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album is imminent and new signings X-Press 2 and 
Freq Nasty). He wishes he'd signed Turin Brakes, 
and he loves to talk about the beautiful game. 

When you look at Damian's achievements in 
such a short space of time, it's little wonder that 
people think he had a vision. That he wants to talk 
about it all, however, is less to do with arrogance 
and more about the embarrassment of talking 
about his own music. Harris has really just stumbled 
onto something good and is as surprised as anyone 
about how successful it has been. Despite the fact 
that every man and his DJ dog now denies ever 
having liked big beat. 

‘We've just been quiet for nine months to a 
year,’ says Damian. ‘A while back | could never have 
dreamed of doing that. We used to run on these 
incredibly mental days, full of adrenaline. We never 
actually stopped and took a step back to have a 





look. Anyway, while we were away, the music we 
were associated with got panned. And we thought 
that was great. We were like, “Don't look at us, we 
haven't even got any records out.” | felt happy that 
we'd always put the right records out, and | feel 
confident that all of our artists make the music for 
the right reasons and that we never tried to cash in 
on the big beat thing. 

‘For me, it was always the whole picture of Req 
[Skint artist/cut-up king, with two inedible albums of 
beat collaging already released but practically 
ignored] just as much as Norman,’ he continues. 
‘Even though the musical term big beat became 
quite naff, all those people who were making 
records still love the sound. | was talking to Ed 
Chemical the other day and he said, “! really hope 
that someone makes a really great big beat tune 
soon, just because it’s so pathetic how everyone

slags it now.’ All we were doing was making great 
breaks tunes.’ 

Generalisation, however, couldn't be further 
away from the popular conception of big beat. 
Indeed, like much of the Skint roster (and artists like 
the Chemical Brothers), the General uses beats that 
are distilled from electro and house. Those big, 
filtered breaks were simply the ones that people 
remember jumping up and down to at the Heavenly 
Social. | wonder how Darian would like his own 
music to be viewed. What images, for instance, sum 
up the Linda Lewis-vocalled single, Reach Qut? 

‘Watching the telly during Goal Of The Month!’ 
he says. ‘l could edit the scenes to Reach Out, 
watching football. During Euro 2000 we sent out 
copies of Reach Out, hoping that someone would 
pick up on it because | could see it, you know... slow

It's been 20 minutes since we started trying to 
spot the little buggers, and it’s not easy. The only 
way Is to keep your eyes down and gaze at the 
ground. Davey's come up trumps, probably 
because he can't wait to get off his head. 

‘Won't you just look at the soize a the 
bastards’, he drawls, and triumphantly holds up a 
large, nipple-topped toadstool. He twiddles it 
before squatting back down like some tripped-out 
Apache tracker. Guitarist Dan Boone bounds over 
to check the crop, quickly followed by drummer 
Owen Cash and bassist Rich Wurzel. 

Even though mushrooms are dead hard to 
find, they're easier to spot once you find one. Sure 
enough, there’s a whole clump. ‘Let's just feckin 
eat ‘em... roite here, roite now,’ chuckles Davey, 
wickedly. All talk of this nonsense shuts up as 
FRONT lensman Patrick sensibly reminds us that

amount of cow shit, anyone would be mad to eat 
any without washing them first. 

As with all mushroom-picking excursions, this 
one began without sensible planning, in 
Manchester, the night before. The Crocketts had 
just turned in a blinding gig, and accompanied by 
beer and reefers, were discussing what to do the 
next day. Conversation drifted to the stoned one's 
early days of mushy picking. ‘| had a mushroom 
summer once,’ said Dan. ‘A carrier bag full. Cost 
me 500 quid - ‘ad to stop after a while, If all 
started goin’ a bit mental.’ 

From there, a history lesson followed. Owen 
reckoned ancient pictures of mushroom-headed 
men had been found in some African caves, and 
Siberian shamans took huge amounts of fly agaric 
shrooms to enlighten their paths into the spirit 


world. We all nodded earnestly. Rich added that 
tripping was common in the Americas until the 
Spaniards moved in. Davey filled me in on Shane 
McGowan's six-acid-tab-a-day habit, when they 
toured with him, and his stage gear. ‘He puked 
over his stage suit on the first night and wore it 
for the whole tour. He drank all day and by the 
time of the gig, he'd be hanging. We trained under 
his tutorship. It helped.’ By about 3am, we voted to 
hack across to Wales, toadstool heaven. 

We take our harvest to a mate's house and 
someone puts the coffee on. The Crocketts want 
to sample the fruits of the day's labour. My train to 
London departs in 40 minutes, so | decline. They 
think I'm a wuss. Patrick takes the last snaps and 
says, Pass a drink to Dunc.’ As Patrick shoots, | 
take a few gulps of coffee to warm me up - not like 
coffee I've ever tasted. Glancing at Dan, | see he's 
wearing a One Flew Over The Cuckoo's Nest smirk. 
Then Patrick, me and Sarah, The Crocketts' press 
princess, jump in a cab to the station. 

At this point, things get colourful, and as the 
cab turns into newspaper, the seats become a 
waterbed and a massive mushy rush kicks in.

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FRONT FINDS THE FORMER SABRES OF PARADISE, STILL 
NECK-DEEP IN ELECTRONICA, ARE SHARPENING UP THEIR ACT 


ndrew Weatherall and Keith Tenniswood 
are sat in their Rotters Golf Club Studio, 
big grins slapped across their faces, The 
reason they're feeling so happy? After a 
decade locked in dusty basements and sweaty 
clubs, they're still considered the dons of the UK 
techno scene. The proof? Their recent tour was 
packed to the rafters night after night and their 
mesmerising new album, Tiny Reminders, is 
already being hailed one of the year's finest. 
What distinguishes Two Lone Swordsmen 
from their contemporaries is hard to pin down. 
some people believe they've been making music 
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together for such a long time they've found the 
perfect recipe. Others insist they're simply 
talented producers who know how to turn playful 
breaks, beats and loops into irresistible tunes, And 
the Swordsmen themselves? 

‘Keith knows how to get the funk out of the 
computer,’ says Weatherall. ‘He's the fucking king 
of the chop.’ Tenniswood's cheeks start to flush, so 
he repays the compliment. ‘Andrew's gota 
humongous record collection, he says bashfully. 
‘And his Knowledge of music is almost as big. 

An acid-house veteran, Weatherall kick-started 
his career with a residency at Shoom, and a 


column for legendary fanzine, Junior Boy’s Own. 
After a brief period in Balearic group Bocca 
Juniors, he tweaked tunes at Kiss FM, ran the 
hugely successful Sabresonic and Bloodsugar club 
nights, and formed the Sabres and Emissions 
labels. But it was Weatherall’s production skills 
that really made his reputation - most memorably 
on Primal Scream’'s Screamadelica. 

Tenniswood met Weatherall at club nights in 
the early 90s and the pair bonded over a shared 
appreciation for punk rock and acid. Together with 
David Holmes’ producer, Jagz Kooner, they 
recorded as Sabres Of Paradise until late 1995, 
when Weatherall decided to move to Pontefract. 
Following a much-needed rest (from clubs, drugs, 
women and partying), he returned to the studio 
with Tenniswood to record The Fifth Mission. 

Ecstatic reviews followed the first Two Lone 
Swordsmen release, and the pair haven't looked 
back since. Now signed to Warp, they've released 
another two albums - Stay Down and Tiny 
Reminders - and countless killer EPs that ooze 
dark electro, techno and digi-dub. 

So how do they decide what to release as the 
Swordsmen, and what to release under aliases? ‘It 
can be anything from a certain bass element to 
the rhythm,’ says Weatherall. ‘It doesn’t matter

what box you put it in - techno, hip-hop, whatever 
- it's just got to sound like us.’ 

Self-confessed vinyl addicts, both Swordsmen 
admit that their listening tastes are pretty broad. 
‘For technique and programming we check out a 
lot of improvised electronica, says Tenniswood, 
‘while dub, funk and Krautrock get us into the 
groove of a track. They're manifestations of the 
same thing really, just separated by technology.’ 

Although they could happily talk for hours 
about oscillations, tones and pulses, both 
Swordsmen believe that the concept of a track 
should never override the actual music. Or as 
Tenniswood bluntly states, 'We hate it when you 
can tell people's brains working over the music.’ 

And conscious that live electronica runs the 
risk of being banal, the Swordsmen keep their 
performances fresh with an assortment of drum 
machines, keyboards, battle weapons, dub plates 
and EFX. ‘With live sets, the DJ warms the crowd 
up and gets a really good groove going. Then nine 
times out of ten, a live band come on and just fuck 
things up, laughs Weatherall. ‘They change the 
tempo and pretend to be arsing around with 
laptops, when really they're playing it off a DAT!’ 

Asked what kind of response they like to elicit, 
Weatherall breaks into another cackle. ‘I'd love for 
someone to stop dancing after we've finished and 
ask, “What the fuck was that?" Then for someone 
else to say, “That was Two Lone Swordsmen, live.” 
That's what we're after.’

A GREAT TRAIN ROBBER EXPLAINS THE CRIME'S LASTING APPEAL 


n August 1963, 16 men hijacked the London Royal Mail 


Train. They managed to shift £2,631,634 into their waiting 


vehicles, making the heist the most audacious and well- 
known in British history. Bruce Reynolds - dubbed The 
Napoleon Of Crime for his involvement - has co-authored a 
new book examining the media onslaught about the crime, 
and he had a few words with FRONT about the matter. 
So what's the deal with The Great Train Robbery Files? 
It's a study of how the media attacked the whole thing, 
like the way they were desperately searching for a 


headline. They originally went with Ali Baba And The Forty 


Thieves ~ until someone came up with The Great Train 
Robbery, in homage to the old silent film. They're talking 
about the Great Millennium Dome Diamond Heist now, so 
the adjective ‘great’ just gets thrown in everywhere.
